[Excerpt] In the early 1960's specializei hospitals in Ulaanbaatar, as well as 
interaymag and aymag united and specialized hospitals and dispensaries, intersomon 
hospitals, first aid stations and public health and epidemiological stations were 
put into operation, other new forms of the organization of medical assistance also 
underwent development. 


The examination of the question "On the State of Public Health and Its Further 
Tasks" by the session of the People's Great Hural in 1965 was an important step in 
the direction of the improvement of the quality of the medical service of the popu- 
lation and the strengthening of the management of public health on the part of 
state organs with the enlistment of the broad masses. 


The 15th MPRP Congress, which adopted the new Party Program, specified the tasks of 
the development of the national economy and culture of the country, including pub- 
lic tealth, for the concluding period of the building of socialism and outlined the 
basic directions and means of the development of public health. 


As a result of the implementation of the decisions and instructions of the party 
and government on the fulfillment ot the party program, paramedical centers are be- 
ing set up in brigades, at the departments of state farms and at agricultural co- 
operatives, while medical centers are being set up in all somons. In a number of 
somons intersomon hospitals are being opened for the purpose of bringing special- 
ized medical assistance closer to the rural population, the development of new 
types of highly skilled medical assistance is being started. 


The enormous importance of the 1973 decree of the Politburo of the MPRP Central 
Committee for the improvement of the medical service of the population should espe- 
cially be emphasized. For the purpose of fulfilling this decree public health 
workers are displaying creative initiative and are making significant gains in the 
improvement of the meth de of organizational management, the enlargement of the 
scale and the increase of the effectiveness of preventive work, in the introduction 














of scientific and technical achievements in medical and diagnostic work and the 
Strengthening of the material base of public health.

Radio isotopic, immunological, virological, cytohisto- 
logical, electrophysiological, biochemical and other complex methods of investiga- 
tion and artificial circulation equipment are being used successfully. 


In the MPR the basic principles of socialist public health are being consistently 
implemented, social insurance, holiday homes and sanatoriums, kindergartens and 
nurseries and Pioneer camps are in operation in the interests of a healthy and hap- 
py lite of the working people, sports and physical cultural measures are being im- 
plemented, the protection of the health of the population has been transformed into 
a national matter which is playing an ever increasing role in the increase of man- 
power resources and the acceleration of the rate of development of the productive 
forces of the country. 


Each new 5-year plan yields new major gains in the development of the economy and 
the flourishing of the socialist culture of our beautiful homeland. The Sixth Five- 
Year Plan (1976-1980)--the 5-vear plan of creations and the further increase of the 
material and spiritual well-being of the Mongolian people--was aiso like this. 


The great tasks advanced by the 17th MPRP Congress in the area of public health 
were successfully accomplished. A number of most important measures on ‘‘e fur- 
ther improvement of the quality and the perfection of the organization ot medical 
service, the strengthening of its material and technical base and the training and 
improvement of the skills of medical personnel with a higher and secondary educa- 
tion were implemented by the party and the government.

As compared with the preceding 5-year plan the allocations for the needs of publ ix 
health increased by 48 percent, while the amount of capital investments increased 
by 1.4-fold. In 1976-1980 more than 100 public health facilities were put into 
operation. 


In implemenring the Basic Directions of the Development of the National Economy and 
Culture, which were approved by the 17th MPRP Congress, important measures on the 
supoly of medical institutions with modern equipment and apparatus were implemented, 








is a result of which the possibilities of adopting modern treatment an’ diagnosti 
methods in practice increased. 





The network of preventive medical institutions was expanded, specialized medical 
assistance was brought considerably closer to the population. The number of pre- 
ventive medical institutions increased by 10.8 percent, while the number of beds 
at them increased by 26.3 percent. The number of medical personnel with a higher 
ecucation increased by 26 percent. At present there are 107 hospital beds and 

22 physicians per 10,000 people. The increase of the number of physicians and th 
expansion of the network of preventive medical institutions made it possible to 
improve the coverage of the population by outpatient polyclinic and inpatient medi- 
cal assistance: now on the average there are 8.8 outpatient polyclinic visits a 
vear per inhabitant, about 20 percent of the population annually receives inpatient 
assistance. 


The amount and scale of preventive work have increased. Questions of environmental 
protection, the improvement of the working and living conditions of the working 
people and the monitoring of the fulfillment of decisions of the party and the gov- 
ernment and public health legislation have always been at the center of attention 
of the state public health inspectorate. Owing to the implemented measures th: 
quality of the public health and epidemiological service of the population has in- 
creased, infectious disease has decreased. Some 87-90 percent of the enterprises, 
food, municipal and everyday institutions are covered by current health inspection. 





During the past 5-vear plan the party and the government, as in the past, devoted 
particular attention to the protection of the health of mothers and children. The 
MPRP Central Committee and the MPR Council of Ministers adopted a special decree 
which provides for the implementation of extensive social and medical measures, 
which are aimed at the strengthening of the material base of children's, obstetric 
and gynecological institutions and the involvement of local party, state, public 
and cooperative organizations and all the working people in the matter of protect- 
ing the health of mothers and chiicren. 


The number of beds at children's hospitals increased by 39.9 percent, obstetri: 
beds--16.8 percent, places in nurseries--16.8 percent, children’s sections-- 
60.2 percent. The Scientific Research Institute of the Protection of Mothers and 
Children and the Department of Pediatrics at the State Medical Institute were 
tounded, much was done for the elaboration of enforceable enactments and the man- 
ning of children's medical institutions with skilled personnel. 


The vast work, which the ‘ntral Commission of the Children’s Fund is performing, 


should especially be noted. In recent years it has built at its own expense about 


30 nurseries and kindergartens, as well as a 120-bed hospital complex with a polvy- 
clinic for 300 visits a shift. 

During the Sixth Five-Year Plan the retail commodity turnover of pharmaceutical in- 
stitutions increased by 30 percent, the assortment and amount of medicines produced 
on the basis of the use of domestic raw material resources were increased. rhe 
technology of producing a number of valuable biological compounds and galenics, 


such as albumin, immunoglobulin, histoglobulin, sea buckthorn oll, catechin com- 


pounds and others, was perfected. 








Scientific research institutions are being successfully developed, their materiai 
base is being strengthened. It is characteristic that during the past 5-year plan 
the cooperation between medical scientific research institutions of the MPR and the 
USSR was expanded considerably. At present more than 10 scientific themes are be- 
ing elaborated by the joint efforts of Mongolian and Soviet scientists on the basis 
of interinstitute ccoperation. 





Close cooperation in the area of public health and medical science with the Soviet 
Union and other socialist countries was and remains a source of the successful de- 
velopment of our public health. The forms of this cooperation are being expanded 
annually. Conferences, meetings and seminars on urgent problems of public health 
are held regularly with the participation of scientists and specialists of the So- 
viet Union, the other fraternal cowntrie:, as well as the World Health Organiza- 
tion. Direct cooperation with the medical institutions and institutes of the Sovi- 
et Union and the other CEMA member countries is being extended. The activity of

of the coordinated plan in the area of medicai science, technology and public 
health. At present our country is taking part in the elaboration of the following 
comprehensive problems: ‘Cardiovascular Diseases," "The Study, Evaluation and 
Standardization of Medicines," "Immunological Compounds,” "The Study of Specific and 
Nonspecific Means and Methods of the Prevention and Treatment of Influenza,” "Infec- 
tious Diseases and Problems of Vaccination,” “The Elaboration and Improvement of 

the Methods and Means of the Laboratory Diagnosis of Infectious Diseases” and "The 
Standardization and Improvement of the Technology of Producing Compounds for the 
Immunodiagnostics, Therapy and Prevention of Infectious Diseases.”

and the improvement of the skills of physicians and intermediate medical personnel. 
The number of physicians will increase by 30 percent, and there will be 25 physi- 
cians and 84 intermediate medical personnel per 10,000 people. 


As compared with the Sixth Five-Year Plan the amount of capital investments in the 
construction of medical institutions has been increased by 1.6-fold, and the main 
attention will be focused on the construction of outpatient polyclinic institutions, 
especially children's institutions. 


During the Seventh Five-Year Plan a number of major medical facilities, which are 
of great importance both for the strengthening of the material and technical base 
of public health and for the introduction of the achievements of modern medical 
science, will be built with the assistance of the Soviet Union. At present the 
construction of a 200-bed oncological center ani the 350-bed P. N. Shastin Clinical 
Hospital No 3 is being carried out in Ulaanbaatar with the assistance of the USSR, 
the construction of a 600-bed infectious disease hospital and the 580-bed Center 
for the Protection of the Health of Mothers and Children will begin this year. The 
number of hospital beds will increase by 14-16 percent and there will be 112 beds 
per 10,000 people, a number of outpatient polyclinic institutions will be put into 
operation. 


During the Seventh Five-Year Plan the cooperation in the area of public health and 
medical science with the Soviet Union and other socialist countries will be ex- 
panded, as a result of which a real opportunity will be created for the more ex- 
tensive and effective introduction of scientific and technical achievements in the 
practice of public health of our country. All this will make it possible to take 
another major step in the direction of the equalization of the levels of develop- 
ment of public health of the MPR and the other CEMA member countries.

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COMPLETION OF BUILDING OF SOCIALISM

[Article by Docent G. Miyeegombo (MPR): "Urgent Questions of the Completion of the 
Building of Socialism in the MPR"] 


[Text] Our people have celebrated memorable dates in the life of our country--the 
60th anniversary of the Mongolian People's Revolutionary Party and the 60th anni- 
versary of the Mongolian People's Revolution. Soon after the victory of the Great 
October Socialist Revolution, which commenced the era of the transition of mankind 
from capitalism to socialism and communism, the Mongolian People's Revolution car- 
ried the day in 1921 under its direct influence. During the 60-year period of de- 
velopment the Mongolian people under the direction of their tried vanguard--the 
Mongolian People's Revolutionary Party--with the comprehensive and unselfish assist- 
ance of the USSR and the other socialist countries have been successfully accomp- 
lishing the building of socialism. 


As Y. Tsedenbal noted in his speech at the 26th CPSU Congress, "in carrying out the 
socioeconomic changes in our country and strengthening its security, we have con- 
stantly relied, first of all, on the comprehensive assistance of the Soviet Union.' 
Fraternal friendship, international assistance and cooperation “serve as a reliable 
basis of the successful building of socialism on Mongolian territory, a guarantee 
of the protection of our revolutionary gains" (PRAVDA, 26 February 1981). 


The experience of the MPR has confirmed that with the support of the countries of 
the socialist community any country, regardless of the level of its economic de- 
velopment, can enter the path of the building of socialism. Mongolia has been 
transformed from a most backward semicolonial country with a typical monocultural 
economy of nomadic animal husbandry into a rapidly developing agro-industrial state 
with the undivided rule of the unified socialist system of the national economy. 


The countries of socialist orientation see in the example of the experience of a 
number of republics of the USSR and the MPR the possibility of rapid social prog- 
ress by making a direct transition from precapitalist relations to socialism, by- 
passing capitalism. During the period from 1921 to 1960 the MPR made the transi- 
tion from feudalism to socialism, bypassing capitalism. During that period with 
the international assistance of the Soviet Union the Mongolian people under the di- 
rection of the MPRP put into effect the Marxist-Leninist doctrine of the noncapi- 
talist path of the development of backward countries to socialism. Having built 
the foundations of socialism--the main result of the none-pitalist path of 
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deve lopment--the country completed the specific transitional period from feudalism 
to the lowest phase of the communist formation. This historical triumph of our 
people was legally set forth in the MPR Constitution, which was adopted in 1960. 


The building of the foundations of socialism means that in the level of the devel- 
opment of productive forces Mongolia became an agro-industrial country, while so- 
cialist production relations, for which socialist ownership of the means of produc- 
tion is the basis, became the predominant type of production relations. A unified 
so. ialist system of the national economy was created in the country. The 14th MPRP 
Congress, which was held in 1961, noted the entry of Mongolia into a new period of 
its development--the period of the completion of the building of socialism. As 

Y. Tsedenbal emphasized, ‘the utmost development and completion of the process of 
the creation of the material and technical base of socialism are the basic content 
of this period. The most important task is to create an industrial agrarian struc- 
ture of the economy, to transform the MPR into an industrial agrarian country" 

(Y. Tsedenbal, "Istoricheskiy put' razvitiya sotsialisticheskoy Mongolii" [The His- 
torial Path of the Development of Socialist Mongolia], Ulaanbaatar, 1976, p 640). 


The accomplishment of this task was carried out in conformity with the scientific 
plan, which was elaborated by V. I. Lenin, of the building of socialism, of which 
large-scale industry should become the material base. "Large-scale mechanized in- 
dustry, which is also capable of reorganizing agriculture," he noted, "can be the 
only material basis of socialism" (V. I. Lenin, "Poln. sobr. soch." [Complete 
Works], Vol 44, p 9). 


However, the period of the accomplishment of the socialist tasks is dissimilar for 
ditferent countries. Those of them, which have entered the new path, being eco- 
nomically developed, will build the material and technical base of socialism more 
rapidly than the economically backward countries. As L. I. Brezhnev stressed at the 
26tii CPSU Congress, "the creation and strengthening of the foundations of social- 
ism, the building of a socialist society... had and have their own peculiarities in 
different countries" (L. I. Brezhnev, "Otchetnyy doklad TsK KPSS XXVI s"yezdu KPSS 

i ocherednyye zadachi partii v oblasti vnutrenney i vneshney politiki" [Accountabil- 
ity Report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th CPSU Congress and the Immedi- 
ate Tasks of the Party in the Area of Domestic and Foreign Policy], Moscow, 1981, 

p 23). This is also confirmed by the historical experience of the socialist trans- 
formations in Mongolia. 


At the 16th MPRP Congress Y. Tsedenbal emphasized: "We are all well aware that as 
of the early 1960's the MPR, having created the foundations of socialism, entered 

a new stage of its development--the stage of the completion of the formation of the 
material and technical base of socialism. The accomplishment of this tas« requires 
considerable time and the performance of a large amount of constructive work. The 
completion of the building of socialism in our country presumes its passage through 
an entire historical interval of development, a number of stages of economic growth" 
("Materialy i dokumenty XV1 s"yezda MNRP" [Materials and Documents of the 16th MPRP 
Congress], Ulaanbaatar, 1971, p 88). With the complete triumph of socialism 
the transformation of the MPR into an industrial agrarian country a new stage be- 
gins--the stage of the creation of a mature socialist society in the MPR. 


The period of the completion of the building of socialism in the MPR, which began 
in 1960-1961, is divided into two strategic stages: the first stage implies the 
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assurance of the triumph of socialism, the transformation of the MPR into an indus- 
trial agrarian country and its convergence in accordance with the economic and cul- 
tural level with the highly developed countries of the world socialist community. 
As a result of this stage Mongolia will become a socialist country with an average 
level of the development of the productive forces. 


The second stage will be characterized by the creation of a mature socialist soci- 
ety, the transformation of Mongolia into an industrial country and the equalization 
of the level of its development with the highly developed socialist countries. At 
the end of this stage the MPR in accordance with the productive forces will become 
one of the highly developed countries of Asia. 


The completion of the building of socialism in the MPR is a multilevel socioecononm- 
ic and spiritual process. It encompasses the further expansion and improvement of 
the material and technical base of the national economy, the efficient use of the 
increasing amount of capital investments in the national economy, first of all in 
industry; a considerable increase of employment in industry and agriculture on the 
basis of the efficient use of manpower resources; the acceleration of the rate of 
socioeconomic progress by the comprehensive development of productive forces and 
the timely introduction of scientific and technical achievements; the assurance of 
substantial changes in the sectorial and territorial structure of the national econ- 
omy, the increase of domestic financial resources and the increase of the overall 
efficiency of social production; the improvement of the entire system of socialist 
production relations; the development of the socialist way of life; the assurance 
of an ever increasing growth rate of the material and cultural standard of living 
ot the Mongolian people on the basis of the continuous increase of the level of the 
productive forces of the country. 


In speaking about the completion of the creation of the material and technical base 
of socialism as the basic content of the present stage of the development of the 
MPR, it should be noted that the experience of our country has shown that on the 
nath to socialism under the conditions of a relatively low level of the development 
of the productive forces the formation of the material and technical base of so- 
cialism requires the development of a large-scale mechanized industry, which is 
capable of reorganizing all the sectors of the national economy. Socialist indus- 
trialization is the placement of a large material and technical base under all the 
sectors of the national economy. The completion of the building of the material 
and technical base of socialism in the MPR requires, therefore, the industrializa- 
tion of the entire country, the gradual placement of a modern technical basis under 
all the sectors of the national economy, and first of all the development of agri- 
culture in the direction of the utmost mechanization and intensification. 


In the MPR these processes have a number of peculiarities. Our party and state, 
relying on the advantages of socialist economic integration, are not making it a 
yoal to develop the entire complex of sectors of the national economy. The MPR 
developed and is developing first of all those sectors of the economy, for which 
favorable conditions and a natural and raw material base exist. The needs of the 
country, the level of the vocational and technical training of workers and the 
availability of domestic and foreign sales markets are being taken into account 
here. When solving the economic problems of building socialism it is also neces- 
sary to take into account the low level of development of the productive forces, 
the vastness of the territory, the sharply continental climate, the small size of 
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the population and its low density (1 person per km2). All these factors are pto- 
longing the process of completing the building of socialism. 


The building of the material and technical base of socialism in Mongolia first of 
all implies the transformation of the national complex of the national economy, 
which consists of the mining, fuel and power and processing industries, construc- 
tion, transportation, communications and agriculture, into the optimum complex. 

The creation of such a complex should be accompanied not only by the further devel- 
opment of the already formed sectors, but also, as is indicated in the new MPRP 
Program, by the creation of new ones, such as ferrous and nonferrous metallurgy, 
some sectors of the chemical industry, as well as machine building. 


At present the fuel and power and the mining sectors of industry, as well as the 
construction materials industry are being developed at a leading rate. The 15th 
MPRP Congress (1966) advanced in the new Party Program the task to complete the 
creation of the material and technical base of socialism and to transform the MPR 
into an industrial agrarian country. The congress noted that in order to accomp- 
lish these tasks, “we need to ensure the further considerable increase of the pro- 
portion of industry in the entire economy, to achieve first of all its dominant 
position in the aggregate net output of the two decisive sectors of physical pro- 
duction--industry and agriculture" ("XV s"yezd MNRP" [The 15th MPRP Congress], 
Ulaanbaatar, 1967, p 9). 


At present this task is being successfully accomplished. Industry produces more 
than 40 percent of the gross national product and provides more than 27 percent of 
the national income. In the total net output of industry and agriculture indus- 
trial output accounts for more than 60 percent. Industrial methods of production 
are being actively introduced in all other sectors of the economy. Thus, the level 
of mechanization in excavation and earth moving has reached 93 percent, in mate- 
rials handling--75 percent, in concrete and mortar work--8U0-%8 percent. The num- 
ber of mechanisms, equipment and various types of machines, which are used in the 
system of trade and public dining, has increased nearly threefold as compared with 
1970. 


[hese processes reflect the radical change of the overall structure of the economy 
and the introduction of large-scale mechanized production in all sectors of the 
economy. Whereas in 1924 draft and productive livestock (96 percent) made up the 
fixed capital of the country, now modern machines, mechanisms, equipment, buildings 
and structures (93 percent) constitute it. 


The sectorial structure of industry, which is becoming more complex, and the ex- 
tension of intersectorial economic relations under the conditions of the increase 
of social production and the use of the achievements of the scientific and techni- 
cal revolution are characterized by the further process of the socialization ot 
production and the increase of labor productivity. In 1979 as compared with 1960 
it came to 289.1 percent. Under the conditions of economic cooperation of the MPR 
with the CEMA member countries and the provision of comprehensive assistance by 
the USSR the MPR has a high stable growth rate of production. During 1961-1979 it 
wis /.3 percent. 


The technical equipment of agriculture, in which the majority of the pupulation of 
the country is employed, is one of the most important problems of the completion 
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of the building of socialism in the MPR. The peculiarities of the development of 
this dominant sector of the economy of Mongolia, which stem from the geographic lo- 
cation, climatic conditions and national traditions of the country, also determine 
some specific forms of the industrialization of agriculture. A large number of 
specific traits, which can be grouped with the peculiarities of the socialist trans- 
formations in Mongolia within their general laws, arise under the conditions of the 
natural pasture system of animal husbandry. The rational and efficient use of na- 
tural pastures, the share of which in the fodder balance comes to 90 percent; the 
creation of a stable fodder base on the basis of hay mowing, the planting of fodder 
crops and the production of mixed fodders by the industrial method; the provision 
of livestock with a supply of water and enclosures (heated barns) during the winter 
and spring seasons are such peculiarities in agriculture. 


However, as a whole the socioeconomic transformations of Mongolian agriculture 

Obey the general laws and find expression in such processes as the intensification 
of agricultural production, the promotion of interfarm relations and the strength- 
ening of agricultural cooperatives and state farms. The fixed capital of agricul- 
ture in 1979 as compared with 1960 had increased by 4.8-fold. The mechanization of 
production processes is the technical base of these changes. At present on the 
average there are 229 tractors (on a 15-hp basis), 37 grain harvesters, 32 trucks, 
as well as a large amount of agricultural machinery and equipment per state farm. 
Grain production in the country has been almost completely mechanized. More than 


80 percent of the hay is procured by means of ipment. 
Under present conditions, when the problems o: -2 introduction of scientific and 
technical achievements in production and the ii. ase of production efficiency are 


acquiring exceptional importance, the training of a staff of highly skilled workers, 
the increase of their technical level and ideological training, as well as the 
training of a staff of specialists, who are equipped with Marxist-Leninist theory, 
have been educated in the spirit of lofty communist integrity, proletarian inter- 
nationalism and socialist patriotism, have thorough theoretical and occupational 
knowledge, have the skills of public political work and possess the ability to 
educate people, are especially important. 


Our party and government are devoting much attention to these problems. Specific 
means of accomplishing this important task are specified in the decree of the MPRP 
Central Committee and the MPR Council of Ministers "On Measures on the Improvement 
of the System of Training of Skilled Personnel at Higher Educational Institutions” 
(1972) and in the decree of the MPRP Central Committee "On Measures on the Further 
Improvement of the Training of a Skilled Regular Labor Force at Educational Insti- 
tutions of Vocational and Technical Education" (1980). 


At the stage of the completion of the building of socialism in the MPR the class 
structure of society is also improving. At present the working class and the in- 
telligentsia make up 63 percent of the population, cooperative farmers along with 
the members of their families make up 3/7 percent. 


One of the central problems of the completion of the building of socialism in the 
MPR is the finding of assets for capital investments. In its policy on the comple- 
tion of the building of socialism and the building of a material and technical base, 


which is equal to it, the MPR is proceeding first of all from the need to use more 
effectively the internal potential of the country, national resources, domestic 
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sources of socialist accumulation, as well as the advantages of the socialist divi- 
sion of Labor and socialist economic integration, scientific, technical and other 
assistance on the part of the USSR and the other fraternal countries. "Socialist 
economic integration," as Y. Tsedenbal noted at the 26th CPSU Congress, "which has 
become an objective reality, is conducive first of all to the economy of labor and 
assets, the internationalization of the experience of building a new society, the 
development of international economic organizations and the use of the forms of the 
specialization and cooperation of production and labor, which have justified them- 
selves" (PRAVDA, 26 February 1981). 


Capital investments, which are used for the expanded reproduction of the fixed pro- 
duction capital of the national economy, which is the main part of the material and 
technical base of the country, are ensuring the rapid dynamic growth of the produc- 
tive forces of present-day Mongolia. During 1976-1980 the amount of capital in- 
vestments in the national economy increased more than twofold as compared with the 
preceding Fifth Five-Year Plan and came to 15 billion tugriks. The fixed produc- 
tion capital increased during this period by 1.7-fold. In implementing the policy 
of capital investments in the national economy the state is proceeding from the 
fundamental instructions of our party concerning the fact that the MPR in the near 
future should be transformed into an industrial agrarian country. This strategic 
line of the MPRP is being realized through the pursuit of a structural policy of 
capital investments. In 1979 44.7 percent of the capital investments were chan- 
nelled into industry, 15.2 percent were channelled into agriculture (UNEN, 22 Novem- 
ber 1980). 


The creation of the material and technical base of socialism is inseparably connected 
with the improvement of production relations. This improvement is occurring on the 
basis of the perception and overcoming of the contradictions between production re- 
lations and productive forces at one stage of development or another. The process 
of the development and improvement of production relations finds reflection in the 
qualitative and quantitative changes of the socialist ownership of the means of 
production, in the improvement of the socialist system of distribution, in the in- 
crease of the scientific level of the management and planning of the national econ- 
umy, in the development and strengthening of the highest form of socialist owner- 
ship--state ownership--and in the increase of the level of the socialization of 
cooperative property. As a result of the strengthening of the material and techni- 
cal base of socialism the tendency for production associations to be set up and ex- 
panded and for the level of production cooperation to increase in conformity with 
the progress of the productive forces is becoming more and more visible. 


At the present stage of the development of our country definite changes are occur- 
ring in the system of the distribution of material wealth, the role of public con- 
sumption funds is increasing. The socialist system of distribution in the future 

will also be developed in the direction of the closest dependence of the income of 
each worker on the results of his labor and on his contribution to social produc- 

tion. 


[he increase of the scientific soundness of the management and planning of the na- 
tional economy is of great importance for the improvement of socialist production 
relations. In the MPRP Program it is noted that the constant improvement of tke 
system of the planned management of the national economy and the increase of the 
role of long-range and current scientifically sound state plans for the purpose of 
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the acceleration of the rate of socialist expanded reproduction is one of the main 
tasks. The principles of the scientific management of the economy and the develop- 
ment of production relations are governed by the effect of the objective economic 
laws which operate in the MPR national economy. These laws are interconnected and 
mutually conditioned. In aggregate they convey the essence of production relations 
and determine the directions of the socioeconomic development of our country. 


The forms and methods of the management of the economy should be in keeping with the 
level of the development of the socialist economy. At present, when the intensive 
factors of the development of the socialist economy are acquiring greater and great- 
er importance, the number of new sectors of prod iction is increasing and the eco- 
nomic relations between them are being streng*! ened, the need for the improvement 

of the system of the management of the national economy for the purpose of increas- 
ing the efficiency of social production is objectively arising. 


This found expression in the instructions of the 17th MPRP Congress and subsequent 
plenums of the MPRP Central Committee, at which the questions of the increase of 
the efficiency of social production and labor productivity, the improvement of work 
quality, the mobilization of the internal reserves of the economy and the cultiva- 
tion among the workers of a truly communist attitude toward labor and public prop- 
erty were examined. In this connection the implementation of the decisions of the 
Fifth (1979) MPRP Central Committee Plenum on the study and introduction in prac- 
tice of advanced know-how, which are the primary and most important duty of party, 
state, public and economic organizations, as well as the instructions of the Sixth 
(1979) MPRP Central Committee Plenum on the increase of the level of the economic 
education of the working people is acquiring fundamental importance. All these 
measures are conducive to the improvement of the entire system of production and 
other social relations of present-day Mongolia. 


The all-round cooperation of the MPR with the CEMA member countries, first of all 
the Soviet Union, is of ever increasing importance in the acceleration of the proc- 
ess of completing the building of socialism in the MPR. The policy of strengthening 
the inviolable friendship and all-round cooperation with the great Soviet Union 

and the other countries of the socialist community was and remains a firm princi- 
ple and the main direction of the foreign policy of the MPRP. This line is in full 
accord with the fundamental interests of the Mongolian people. 


The question of the assurance of the rapid growth and the increase of the efficien- 
cy of the economy of the MPR holds a special place within the overall problem of 
the gradual convergence and equalization of the levels of economic development of 
the CEMA member countries. With respect to the MPR special measures, which are 
aimed at the development of its national economy, are envisaged by the Comprehen- 
sive Program of Socialist Economic Integration. Among these measures are the joint 
construction and operation of various projects by the sharing of the fraternal 
countries in the financial, material and technical assets and manpower, the assist- 
ance of the CEMA countries in the assimilation of the design capacities, the grant- 
ing of credits on easy terms, the use in necessary instances of incentive foreign 
trade prices for the products of agriculture and the processing industry, the pro- 
vision of comprehensive scientific and technical assistance, as well as outright 
assistance to Mongolia by individual countries. 
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The immediate tasks and prospects of the further development of our country, as was 
emphasized in the Accountability Report of the MPRP Central Committee to the 17th 
MPRP Congress, are advancing with all urgency the need for the intensification of 
the process of the utmost convergence of the MPR in the economic, political, cul- 
tural and ideological areas with the fraternal socialist countres, first of ail 
the Soviet Union. 


Today the MPR, owing to the fraternal assistance of the USSR and the other coun- 
tries of the socialist community, is rapidly completing the building of socialism. 
As a result of the fulfillment of the Sixth Five-Year Plan of the development of 
the national economy the standard of living of the Mongolian people has risen, the 
efficiency of social production has increased, the productivity of national labor 
is rising. The 60 victorious years of our revolution are evidence of the creation 
of real socialism. This was possible owing to the international cooperation and 
assistance of the USSR and the other fraternal socialist countries. As L. I. Brezh-. 
nev emphasized at the 26th CPSU Congress, “now it is impossible to imagine the con- 
fident development of one socialist country or another, its successful solution of 
such problems, for example, as the supply of energy resources and raw materials, 
the introduction of the latest achievements of science and technology, without re- 
lations with the other fraternal countries" (L. 1. Brezhnev, "Otchetnyy doklad TsK 
KPSS XXVI s"yezdu KPSS i ocherednyye zadachi partii v oblasti vnutrenney i vnesh- 
ney politiki,” p 11). 


fhe unity of the fraternal Marxist-Leninist parties is the heart of the unity of 
the CEMA member countries. Their ideological and political unity find expression 
in the strategy and tactics, in the international nature of the domestic and for- 
eign policy being pursued by them. The convergence of the countries of the social- 
ist community depends on the consistent implementation of the principle of social- 
ist internationalism. 


The traditional meetings of the leaders of the Marxist-Leninist parties and states 
play a great role in the strengthening of the unity of the fraternal Communist and 
Workers Parties of the countries of the socialist community. 


At the meeting of Y. Tsedenbal and L. I. Brezhnev in the Crimea, which took place 
in August 1980, the urgent questions of the building of communism and socialism in 
our countries were discussed. The leaders of the two countries noted that Soviet- 
Mongolian cooperation is entering a new stage of its development, encompassing all 
sphere of social life and being enriched more and more by new forms. Steps on the 
further stimulation of the growth of the MPR economy were agreed on during the meet- 
ing between the leaders of our parties and states. These steps are of especially 
great importance for the improvement of the structure of tne national economy, the 
acceleration of the growth of productive forces and the increase of the efficiency 
of the economy of the MPR. The unselfish assistance of the Soviet Union is playing 
an important role in the matter of implementing the decisions of the 17th MPRP 
Congress. 


fhe assistance of the Soviet Union, which is being given to the MPR, increased dur- 
ing the Sixth Five-Year Plan as compared with the past 5-year plan more than two- 
fold. During 1976-1980 about 250 projects, including the Erdenet Mining and Con- 
centration Combine, 7 specialized state farms, an enterprise for the primary proc- 
essing of raw materials, a procelain plant, electric power transmission lines, 
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roads and so on, were built in various sectors of the MPR national economy with the 
assistance of the USSR. During the Seventh Five-Year Plan it is planned to reno- 
vate and build another 342 projects with the assistance of the USSR. Here particu- 
lar attention will be devoted to agriculture, the fuel and power sector, as well 
as the development of industrial enterprises which promote the increase of the ex- 
port resources of the country. 


The objective need for the further development and intensification of the integra- 
tion processes with the Soviet Union stems from the fact that, first, the MPR econ- 
omy has developed for 60 years in close connection with the USSR economy. Second, 
the close interaction of the MPR economy with the mighty economic potential of the 
USSR--the bulwark of the world socialist system--means that our economy is united 
with the world economy. Third, Mongolia borders on the Soviet Union along the ma- 
jority of its territory, which has a beneficial influence on the cooperation of our 
countries. 


From year to year the forms of cooperation of our country are being filled with a 
new content: the sharing of the experience of economic construction, foreign trade, 
joint planning activity, the joint construction of economic projects and their 
joint operation, scientific and technical cooperation and so on. The strategic, 
comprehensive approach to the problems being solved jointly is becoming the domi- 
nant approach at the present stage of the cooperation of the countries of the so- 
cialist community. In this respect the elaboration and implementation of long- 
range goal programs of cooperation in the most important sectors -. physical pro- 
duction for a 10- to 15-year period are of the greatest importance. The policy of 
the joint solution of the problems of raw materials, foodstuffs, fuel and power en- 
gineering, transportation, as well as the further intensification of specialization 
and cooperation in machine building on the basis of the latest achievements of 
science and technology has been adopted in the coordinated programs of multilateral 
integration measures. 


The comprehensive sharing of the experience of economic construction and the inter- 
nationalization of its best traits are an important form of cooperation and a cata- 
lyst of the convergence of the fraternal countries. The establishment of direct 
contacts between ministries, departments, scientific institutions, aymags and 
cities, which afford extensive opportunities for the study and creative use by the 
working people of our country of the rich experience of the Soviet Union and the 
other fraternal countries, serves as a specific means of its realization. For us 
this experience is a source of successes and victories. 


Other CEMA member countries are also giving the MPR much scientific and technical 
assistance in the building of socialism. With the assistance of the GDR a rug fac- 
tory, a printing house and a meat combine were built in Ulaanbaatar, the renova- 
tion and expansion of the mining and concentration enterprise in Buren-Tsogt were 
carried out, and scientific research in the field of veterinary medicine was also 
conducted. The MPR and the GDR are jointly performing geological prospecting work 
at the deposit of polymetals at Salhit. 


rhe Darhan Sheepskin Coat Factory, the meat combine in Choybalsan, the Orhon- 
Sharyn Gol Fruit and Vegetable Farm and hothouses were built with the technical and 
economic assistance of Bulgaria. Poland participated in the construction of the 
Ulaanbaatar Wood Processing Combine, the celiular concrete plant, the Darhan Plant 
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of Silica Brick and Lime, an electric power station and an enterprise for the re- 
pair of agricultural equipment and motor vehicles. The Ulaanbaatar Sewing Factory, 
a biological combine and a meat combine in Darhan were built with the assistance of 
Hungary. The CSSR took part in the construction of the Darhan Cement Plant, a fac- 
tory for the tanning of hides, a shoe factory, a machine repair plant and the State 
Clinical Hospital in Ulaanbaatar, as well as in the building of the Bayan-Olgiy 
radio station; Romania participated in the construction of the building of the 
State Circus in Ulaanbaatar. 


In conformity with the comprehensive program of economic integration the CEMA men- 
ber couutries are giving outright assistance to the MPR in the development of a 
center of scientific and technical information, an electronics laboratory and a 
number of other scientific research institutions. 


The socialist countries have set up and are financing an international geological 
expedition for conducting comprehensive geological research in the Northern Kerulen 
region of eastern Mongolia. 


All these and other measures, which are being implemented within CEMA, are promot- 
ing the rapid development of the national economy, the increase of its efficiency 
and the gradual convergence of the level of development of the MPR with the other 
CEMA member countries. 


The Mongolian people by their historical experience are making a modest contribu- 
tion to the theory of Marxism-Leninism, to the common, joint practical experience 
of building a new society and to social progress, striving to worthily fulfill 
their international obligations to the communist movement and the world socialist 
system,

LARGE-SCALE 1981-1985 CONSTRUCTION PROJECTS OUTLINED 
Ulaanbaatar EDIYN DZASAG in Mongolian No 28, Jul 81 pp 4-5 


[Text] The capital investment [plan] outlined for the new five years reflects 
an important stage of development in implementing the tasks of the program 

of the Mongolian People's Revolutionary Party with respect to constructing 

the material and technical base of socialism, increasing the volume of fixed 
capital in all the sectors of the national economy and developing the expanded 
production of socialism at a very rapid rate. 


The volume of capital to be invested in the national economy during the 
seventh five years will amount to 18.5-18.9 billion tugriks and [is to be 
derived] from all sources of finance. This will be 23.0-26.0 percent greater 
than during the past five years. Of this, 70.0 percent is earmarked for 
developing the material production sector. Fixed capital of the national 
economy is to increase 55.0-60.0 percent and within this fixed production 
capital 60.0-65.0 percent. 


During the new five years, the Soviet Union will aid, as before, in the 
industrial, agricultural, transport, communication, housing and cultural- 
economic sectors and will render economic and technical assistance in the 
construction, modernization and expansion of almost 340 facilities. 


The total volume of construction and installation work is to increase 
24.0-27.0 percent, and within this the volume to be executed by the personnel 
of the Mongolian construction organization 45,.0-50.0 percent; this represents 
an urgent, highly responsible and enormous task confronting our construction 
workers. 


The capital to be invested in strengthening the material base of the agricul - 
tural sector is to amount to 2.8 billion tugriks and is to be more than 

w.0 percent greater than that invested during the previous five years. During 
the seventh five years, 10-1Z million hectares of pastureland is to be 
irrigated, and 250,000-300,000 hectares of virgin land is to be reclaimed. 
Virgin land state farms are to be established in Hayrhan, Hentiy Aymag, 
Gurbanbulag, Bulgan Aymag and Chandgan and Hurhad, Hentiy Aymag. Many large 
construction projects, including feed economies in five aymags, tractor repair 
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plants having the capacity to repair and service 30-120 tractors and mechanized 
threshing floors, are to be put into operation. Ten dairy farms are to be 
established in order to increase the milk supply for the population living 

in central and rural areas. 


The capital to be invested in the industrial sector is to amount to 

7.8-8.2 billion tugriks. Most of the capital to be invested is earmarked 

to intensively develop the fuel and power sector. This will be 27.9-34.9 per- 
cent greater than during the previous five years. 


Construction work on the fourth unit of the Mongolian-Soviet Erdenet Mining 
and Concentrating Combine is to be completed, and measures geared to fully 
take over the projected capacity are to be implemented. The following are 

to be put into operation: the basic section of Electric Power Station No 4 
which will have a capacity of 380 milliwatts, the addition to the Choybalsan 
Thermal Electric Power Station No 3, the first unit of the Baganuur Coal Mine 
which will annually mine 2 million tons of coal, the Ulaanbaatar-Darhan and 
Baganuur-Choyr 220-kilovolt transmission lines, the centralized heating _ 
facilities and main thermal power lines in Olgiy, Altay, Saynshand, Uliastay 
and Hobd, and the expansions of 12 aymag diesel electric power stations. 
Furthermore, the expansions and renovations sections of the Nalayha open 

pit, the Sharyn Gol, and the Aduunchuluun open-pit mines, and 2,300 [sic] kilo- 
meters of the 500 [sic] kilometer long 35-kilovolt transmission lines between 
cities and rural areas are to be put into operation. Construction work on the 
basic structures for the Bor-ondor Fluorspar Mining and Concentrating Combine 
is to begin. 


During the new five years, the following building projects are to be put into 
operation in the building material industry sector: the main production 
building for the Hotol Cement and Lime Plant, the Ulaanbaatar Building 
Industry Combine, the roofing tile and habtantsar shop at the [Ulaanbaatar] 
brickworks, the Mandalgobi, Hobd, Arbayheer and Altay City brickworks which 
will produce 12-16 million pieces of bricks annually, and the Choybalsan 
City Silicate Brickworks. 


In order to improve the supply of food products to the population, the amount 
of capital investments earmarked [for the food industry] was increased 
considerably for these five years. For example, the Ulaanbaatar Bakery and 
Confectionery Combine, the Dairy Industry, and food combines in Erdenet and 
in ll aymags are to be constructed, and the majority of these are to be 
totally or partially put into operation. The elevators of flour enterprises 
located in Ulaanbaatat and Darhan City and in four aymags are to be 

expanded and renovated. 


Capital in the amount of 0.6 billion tugriks is to be invested in the capital 

construction sector. Special attention is to be directed toward strengthening 
the building production base of the construction trusts and offices, increas- 

ing their capacity, and especially strengthening the building production base 

of the organizations which construct buildings for the social economy and 

the large-paneled apartment house buildings. 
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Capital in the amount of 1.4 billion tugriks is to be spent for the trans- 
portation and communications sector. As a result of this, the repair and 
service stations handling 900-1,500 vehicles in Ulaanbaatar and Darhan, 
the repair and service station handling 400 buses in Ulaanbaatar, the 
building for the central airport, the Altay-Hobd-Olgiy and Ulaanbaatar- 
Ondorhaan-Choybalsan radio relay lines are to be expanded as is the 
Lun-Oborhangay hard-surface road by more than 150 kilometers. Automatic 
telephone exchanges with 1,000 stations are to be installed in the centers 
of five aymags. The equipment for the "EKRAN-ChM” station which transmits 
Soviet television broadcasts from the "Orbita” station to more than 

100 central and rural locations and for the broadcasting unit of the 
Ulaanbaatar "Orbita™ station is to be installed and put into operation. 
Also, construction work on the Ulaanbaatar trolley is to begin. During 
the new five years, a combine which will produce semi-finished restaurant 
items in Ulaanbaatar, restaurants and shops with a seating capacity for 
800 and more than 230 sales areas, and small-capacity storage facilities 
with refrigeration freezers in more than 40 somons and settlements are 

to be put into operation. 


Capital in the amount of more than 5 billion tugriks is to be invested in 
the nonmaterial production sector during the new five years and is to be 
spent for strengthening the housing, social economies and services, 

people's education, health, culture and science material base. Most of the 
investments in this sector are earmarked for measures to increase the supply 
of housing, to expand general education school facilities, and to provide 
dormitories for up to 90.0 percent of the children of the herdsmen of the 
Gobi and eastern aymags. 


During the new five years, the following are to be constructed: housing 
having a useful area of 830,000-860,000 square meters, kindergarten and 
nursery buildings having 11,000-12,000 beds, buildings with seating capacity 
for more than 50,000 persons, water supply lines, purification pumps, cleaning 
facilities in Darhan and in the centers of five aymags, economic services 
combine having 200 employees in the centers of five aymags, more than 50 
economic service centers located in somons and having 12-25 employees. The 
following projects are also to be put into operation: a scientific-technical 
and cultural palace in Ulaanbaatar City, a pioneer palace with a seating 
capacity for 700, a central television studio, a wide-screen movie theatre 
with a seating capacity for 1,200, an infectious diseases hospital with 

200 beds, a new building for General Hospital No III Named in Honor of Shasctin, 
a 30-bed children's hospital and polyclinic and a maternity center with 

280 heds.
